Similarly, Charlotte considered the possible use of 
appropriate American Legion publications along the lines that

Depending upon the circumstances at the time the letter is 
prepared the amount should appear to be exorbitant. 

Following this request for an exorbitant amount 
the letter would set out that those members who failed to 
comply with the request would be cut off from any possible- 
future assistance of a legal nature from the Klan organization. 
Such a letter could be v/orded in such a manner to leave 
inferences which v.ould be wholly distasteful to the average 
Klansman. 

It is felt that such a letter msking such a demand 
and .'orded in an irritating manner would have a considerable 
disruptive effec t en the Klan membership in general and at. the 
same time place ^ ^ in an untenable defensive position. 

This operation could then be evaluated and subsequent 
letters on various subjects coul d fro--, time to time be prepared 
to the further consternation of f ^.„nd the Klan leadership 
in general.

Also in the sar.ie report under activities of individual klaver 
particularly those listed beginning on page 30S, there is 
abundant information showing^M^.as primarily responsible 
for the demise of many units. Tills report shows that in 
recent months in N. C. f 29 men's units and 4 ladies' units 
have become completely defunct; 5 men's units are now 
totally inactive; and 7 men's units and 4 ladies' auxiliaries, 
have disaffiliated with UKA. Since preparation of the report 
commenced, several additional UKA klaverns and ladies ; 
auxiliaries have become defunct and inactive. 
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Many units are no longer sending dues to ^^_ 
or to the National Office. Collections at public rallies 
have decreased drastically during 1967 as compared with 
preceding" years. In 19&5, an average of 1880 people attended 
each rally held and an average of $229 was collected at each 
rally. In 1966, an average of 617 people attended each rally 
and $129 was collected. So far in 1367, an average of 307 
people attended each rally and $71 has been collected on an 
average. 

The rallies are not being supported by Klan 
members or the general public as they have been in the past.

Trial Ordered 

When Jones discovered the 
doublecross, he ordered a klan 
"trial," but the case has yet to 
come before a klan "cturt." 

Other reported intra-klar. 
swindles have n<it been sc 
clever. The treasurer of one 
unit simply walked off with 
about $4,000 from the unit's 
bank account. 

This matter, along with oth- 
ers that have cropped up. are 
never taken to state courts 
where the klnn he^s would br 
open for public inspection. 
They usually result in Br, 
abrupt move hy. Ihe accused 
comrade to another town. 

Reports like this have slowly 
chipped away at the promises 
nf the Wan. supposedly a 
fraternal and benevolent so- 
ciety. 

The latent project was de- 
signed to lervt a trlplt pur- 



pose. It has met wiih limited 
success. 

Acting under the cover name 
of Action By Citizens (ABC) ar. 
organization run by Marshall 
Kornegay, grand dragon of the 
Virginia klan and a former 
confidant of Jones, the klan has 
sold campaign packets for third 
party candidate George C. Wal- 
lace. 

The Wallace packets arc sold 
to local klaverus for S'.lO. The 
klansmer. "ire then to Sake the 
enclosed W.'Jince petitions, get 
them signed and returned with 
a J2 donation from each new 
supporter. 

Heid Slubbs of Charlotte, 
Wallace's JN.C. chairman, said 
recently "some cf the funds 
collected for Wallace are being 
diverted. We want people to 
know about ABC."

Waiter 
petitions arc now numbered 
and the person signing out the 
paper is responsible for the 
names and any donations col- 
lected.

Those who wick for money 
are not receiving equal com- 
pensation for the' job they do. 
The pay doesn't make up for. 
the nichts away from home, 
the time spent on v.-erkenris 
and (ho pors-MWl ch.dh'nCcs t» 
the individual. 

Even some of those wh.i do 
accept moncv don't krep i* 
One individual take.. p:;v f,v 
his tiphtropinj work, (tier, funis 
around and makes an cquiva- 
• lent donation to a charitable 
institution. 

Those who accep; no money 
may have decided their role 
after they joined a klan unit 
and become diseased, with 
what 'they saw. They stay j;i to 
serve as a pipeline |.> the 
Outside. 

For these, the work mav be 
the hardest of all. They stom- 



ach the racism and hatred that 
has always characterized the 
klan and even have to con- 
tribute time and monev tr, sn 
organization they feel is rotten 
to the core. 

Whatever the reasoning he- 
liind their n-ork, they consider 
(he job rital. 

Through time, opportunity and 
attrition, some informers 'have 
been able to work their way 
into the klan's inner sanctum. 
Others, however, are content ■irj 
remain only dues-paying mem- 
bers. 

The status of the "klansr.ian" 
determines what type of in- 
formation may be passed on, 

A low-ranking member cur, 
usually do nc more than rf.cord 
tr.e attendance at meeting and 
rallies or socials and ke*p 
those interested alerted on 
future activities. 

Those in hipher positions are 
privy to the inner workings of 
the klan and gather information 
of a more serious nature, like 
iryin? to keep abreast of kian 
weaponry caches.

The invisible organization of 
listeners within the "Invisible 
Empire" has caused Jones and 
other? in suffer from stapes of 
paranoia. 

Tlie grand dragon has trieu 
to ferret put thOEe supplying , 
information, but so far he has 
be r, ;"> unsuccessful. 

Onc». he devised ft pisn 
whereby the same story, except 
in different version:, was fed to 
rl::"ere:it people. Joaos hoped it 
would eventually come back to 
him and he could compare 
stories with the names of 
klansmen in whom he had 
"confided."

On the day of delivery, the 
contact man appeared followed 
by the informant, who was 
probably followed hy a klsns- 
man who was followed by 
lawmen present just in case. 

Under more relaxed condi- 
tions contacts are made in 
plush offices, or homes or even 
the backwoods. Usually the sue 
is one convenient enough for 
the informant to explain hi? 
presence. 

One Infnrmcr sits down 
regularly out a week a^it 
dictates his report of recent 
klan doings Into a rcrnrdin^ 
machine. The tape is tlieD 
passed nn to the contact rn"r.. 

"We call it the hit record of 
the week," the contact man 
said. 

In times, such as these, when 
the klan is doing little, the 
informer's work is often sheer 
drudgery. Some talk of quit- 
ting, either because of the 
monotony or because they arc 
finding that being a "klans- 
man'' is expensive, a problem 
even for regular members. 
Some just, pet icd up with the 



people and Ideolog y^ associa ted 
with the klan. 

One informant has talked of 
coming* in from the cold be- 
cause of ihe effect he feels it is 
havni? on his family. 

"That's the hardest part of 
all," this individual said when 
aslted how the klan is explained 
to his children. Unfortunately, 
they too are taken 10 the rallies 
and meetings to keep the guise 
c: heir.f; a loyal klansman, 
through and through.

One defendant denied In 
court that te had signed 
statements similar to Hill's. 
Ho sasrl he "blacked out" the 
flay he aliedgedly accompa. 
nied FEI agents who took hi' 
sworn statements on Itfajs 
violence. 

After nine days of testimony, 
the jury acquitted eight of the 
men. Charges were dismissed 
agriinst two others after a 
mislria"; in one of the cases. 
And another defendant died 
bclnrc l he trial. 

Only 11:11. the man who had 
gone to ti;c FBI. was convicted. 
. lie was given a three-year 
term in prison, which was 
suspended by Fedcm'. District 
Judge Edwin M. Stanley. 

Stanley told Kill he couldn't 
In good conscience send him to 
prison. 

But life for Kobcri Hi!!, his 
wife and five daughters had 
changed lone hefore the trial 
began.

Klan magazine ''TheV.iencJPjC^^'J. b >' 
entering a subscription and making a donation v.hich alio 
entitled them to a chance on SHELTON's automobile, which was 
being raffled off. The klansmen who participated in this 
program forwarded $10 to the nationr:! e if ice, T.hich ir.cl-.-C.ori- 
their subscription and the purchass of a ticket for a c: ir.ee 
on the automobile. 

Since the split between North C-\rolirr. klansmen and 
the national office which occurred in September, 13CS, there 
has continued to be considerable dissension throughout North 
Ca rolina betwe en the members who have broken off and are led 
byfl ^and those klansmen 'remaining loyal 



to the UKA.
